WATER DEPT. REVENUE ; 

To the Editor of the .News: 

Taking the figures of the revenue 
of the water department for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, P.ilh, as [ler la.st 
annual re|)ort, the domestic water 
consumers were charged f 11,781.26. 
'This was made up apiiroximately as 
follows; .'’iHO consumers at $1.00 net i 
per month .seiwice chaige, which for ’ 
12 months amounts to $6,060.00, and 
e.xi'e.s.s water at -1 cents per lOtt cubic ' 
feet amountin gto $4,821.2(i, while the 
irrigators were charged $;!,r)17.76, 
amounting in all to $lo,2‘.l!i.o2. I he 
domestic water consumers contributed 
77 per cent and the irrigators 23 per 
cent of the water revenue. 

In the figures iiuoted above the 
reader will notice that the domestic 
consumer pays $1.0t) net a month ser¬ 
vice charge for twelve months a year. 
He jiays this in summer as well as in 
winter, when as a rule water runs to 
waste and cannot be used. 

The irrigators only pay $1.00 net a 
month for water charge when they ir¬ 
rigate, which may be 5 to 0 months 
a year, according to conditions. 

'The domestic water consumers can 
only use water for household ininm.ses 
and for lawns, flowers :md a few fruit 
trees. By these emlH'llishments which 
appeal to their taste of living in 
pleasant surroundings they also con¬ 
tribute to make the city look nice and 
inviting to outsiders, who may there¬ 
by be attracted and made willing to 
come hell- and make Sierra .Madre 
‘ their home. 

High water rates will discourage 
‘ j kee))ing lawns, flowers, etc., in condi-

Why .should we, therefore, be dis-, 
criminated against in having to pay 
for 50(1 cubic feet excess, 10 cent.s per 
100 cubic feet, and for the next 1,500 
cubic fi'et excess 7 cents, an average

rule he cannot use more water than 
that, whereas the irrigator can get 
water costing him 4 1-3 cents for 25,- 
000 cubic feet, or 4 1-7 cents when 
he u.ses 50,000, which is but a slight 
increase over the old 4 cent rate.

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OPERATION OF A ROAD DRAG 

Principal Factor Is Skill on Part of 
Operator—Suggestions Given 
as Guide. 

by the Unltofl States Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture.) 

The princiiml factor in successfully I 
operiitiiiir a properly coii.stnicterl road 
drag, provided that the condition of 
the road is favorable, is skill on tlie 
part of the operator. Sinli ■.^klll can 
he obtained only liy intelligent experi¬ 
ence in the use of the drat;, and no 
rules can be laid down wliicli would 
enulde an inexperienced operator to 
produce first-class results. Tlie fol¬ 
lowing suggestions are intended, thertv 
fore, to serve ratlier as n guide to the 
judgment than tis a criterion to be iiu- I 
pliclty followed. 

Under ordinary cireum.stances the 
position of tiie hitching link on the 
draw chiiin sliould be such Uiat th< 
runners will make an angle of from ; 
f>0 to 75 degrees with the center lino i 
of tlie road, or, in otlier words, a .skew I 
amrie of from 15 to ilO degrees. It i.s 
apiiarent that by shifting the position 
of tlie liifehing link the angle of skew 
may be incnaised or diminished as the 
conditions reiiuire. Wlien dragging 
immediately over nits or down tlie 
center of the road after the sides luive 
been dragged, it is usually iireferalde 
to have the hitching link at the center 
of the chain and to run the drag wftli- 
out skew. When tlie principal imr- 
pose of the dragging is to increase the , 
crown of the road, tlie drag should he 
sufficiently skewed to discharge all 
material as rapidly as it is cidleeted i 
on tile runners. On tlie other haml, if | 
depressions occur in tlie road surface, j 
the skew may pertiaiis he advantage- j 
ously reduced to a tninimum, tluis cn- :
